Trade Topics. 


Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary. 





[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL, |

(Continued.) 

January 25.—Why is it that the owner 
of a mill will often go off and consult some 
prominent mechanical engineer in regard to 
matters which the millwright is in every way 
capable of handling? Perhaps the owner does 
not have confidence in his milliwright’s ability. 
If this is the case, better change the millwright 
at once. A certain mill-owner decided to put 
in a large engine of sufficient capacity to drive 
the whule mill, machines excepted. An M. E. 
was at once consulted, elaborate surveys were 
made, estimates furnished and plans drawn, 
and after much trouble and delay the engine 
was putin place. It was then discovered that 
a mistake had been made in speed calculations, 
and that, instead of running sixty-five revolu- 
tions per minute, this long-stroke, 500 horse- 
power, automatic engine must be speeded up 
to eighty-five turns per minute. 

Six months after the engine was started the 
out-board pillow-block foundation had settled 
three-quarters of an inch, causing a bad thump 
in the wrist-pin connection. The M. E, did 
not know as well as the millwright the condi- 
tion of the ground, and his foundation was 
inadequate and settled. It was also discov- 
ered that the engine was set both out of level 
and out of alignment, although placed accord- 
ing to the engineer's transit surveyings and 
measurements. The millwright had all of this 
work to do over again, and as he could just 
as well have done it right at first, consulting 

e ‘‘M. E.,” when an ‘‘M. W.” was needed 
cost the owners several hundred dollars. 

January 26.—There is often trouble under a 
mill in regard to water from the floor above. 
Drain and waste pipes from convenient places 
should be provided as a matter of course and 
the water run off into the wheel-pit or tail- 
race. All of these waste-water conveyances, 
I find, had better be made of 3-inch pipe, as 
smaller pipe is apt. to clog up; in fact, it is 
more than apt—it is sure. Old boiler tubes 
make very good pipe for this purpose, except 
that no fittings can be found to turn angles 
with ; but the work is all the better for this, 
for I don’t want any angles. They are just 
what cause trouble, by getting filled up with 
dirt and rags, and then the trouble begins. 
In this case the beater or washer engine man 
will sneak up into the shop, lay hands upon 
the first auger he can find, then bore from one 
to a dozen holes through the floor around his 
engines. He loses all respect for the drainer 
man or any other dignitary who may be under- 
neath. I have seen whole drainers of stock 
spoiled in this manner, even though a roof 
was built over the drainer, close to the floor. 
The borer from above bored through both 
floor and roof and had the trouble of washing 
that stock the second time. Drain holes 
should all be fitted with a strainer, and the 
strainer should be so fixed that it is immovable 
by ordinary means, Then all waste pipes 
should be run straight from inlet to outlet, no 
matter what obstacles intervene. Waste spouts 
and water holes are in use in a great many mills, 
but some mills are without them, and these 
same mills are first-class, too. There is no 
need of rubber boots in a beater-room, and I 
have found that to plug every water hole in a 
floor and compel the enginemen to clean up 
all water that got on the floor was one of the 
best ways of keeping floors dry and clean. I 
have seen mills the floors of which were full 
of water holes and drain slots, but the floors 
of this mill were never dry, and rubber boots 
were worn by all hands (or feet) while on duty. 

I can go to’another mill wherein the floor is 
clean and dry, and the engineman can often 
be found with slippers on his feet. There are 
only three holes for water in all that floor, and 
these holes are piped direct to the tail-race, 
and are also fitted with a strainer over each 
pipe. 

January 27.—I caught a man this forenoon 
trying to solder the brass handle to an old 





lamp. This man was having more than a 
‘* peck of trouble.” There was no “tin” on 
his soldering copper, or ‘‘iron” as commonly 
called. The parts to be soldered were covered 
with dirt, melted rosin and oxide of the solder 
used up in repeated trials. ‘‘ This solder is 
no good,” said my man, as he saw me looking 
athim. ‘It won’t stick to either iron or the 
metal I want to solder.” ‘‘ Why don't you 
clean up the tool and the work?” I asked. 
**T have cleaned them,” he said. ‘‘I rubbed 
the brass all clean on a piece of waste, and I 
wiped off the copper on the floor.” 


This is about the manner in which shop sol- 
dering jobs are attempted, and that failure is 
almost certain needs no comment. Soldering 
is such an easy operation and so useful to every 
millwright that it should be better understood 
and practised by them. First, get the tool to 
a good shape. It should be filed or hammered 
flat on its point or on the two hatchet-shaped 
sides if the tool be wedge shaped instead of 
square pointed. A tool having the point 
‘dubbed off, so as to show half a dozen 
different facets, bevels and angles, 
is of no use for drawing a nice, 
smooth seam. Once in shape, the 
tool must be “‘ tinned” thoroughly. 
Heat the copper barely hot enough 
to melt solder. A greater temper- 
ature will oxidize the copper so 
rapidly that it camnot be made to 
receive the tin. A soft, burned 
brick makes the best tinning de- 
vice. Chip a hole about three in- 
ches long, two inches wide and half 
an inch deep with a cold chisel in a 
flat side of the brick. Put a piece of 
rosin as big as a hen’s egg in the 
hole thus chipped, and melt it down 
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Machine for Manufacturing Fil- 
tering Stones. 





An illustration is given of a machine 
intended for use in the manufacture of filtering 
stones or tiles for drainer bottoms, the purpose 
being to provide a machine which will be 
simple and durable in construction and adapt- 
ed to be operated by a minimum expenditure 
of power ; also to provide a machine in which 
the filtering passages may be formed in the 


stone, without necessitating the raising or lift- | 


ing of the stone in its process of manufac- 
ture. 

A represents legs or standards, which sup- 
port the table B, the latter being provided 
with holes a, which are cylindrical in form and 
extend vertically through the table. Beneath 
the table B is located a follower, C, the ends 
of which engage in guides 4, formed on the 
inner sides of the legs A, and serve to retain 
the follower against displacement during its 
operation. 

To the follower are secured pins D, which

ends of the frame removed, leaving the com- 
pleted stone resting on the table, from which 
| it is then removed and the operation re- 
peated. 

The parts of the machine are extremely 
| simple and durable in their construction, and 
| not liable to become unduly worn or impaired 
in use. In view of the fact that the completed 
stone, with its series of perforations formed 
| therein, is produced without raising or moving 
the stone, there is practically no danger of 
cracking or breaking the stone in its manufac-

Hydrostaties.

While hydraulics treat of non-elastic 
fluids in motion, their weight combined with 
their velocity and the effect produced upon 
other bodies when in motion, hydrostatics 
comprehend all circumstances of non-elastic 
fluids, their weight or pressure when in a state 
of rest, or when acted upon by 
other forces. The particles com- 
posing all fluids are so small that 
they readily move one upon the 
other, and are never at rest only 
when each particle composing the 
mass rests upon a plane parallel 
with the horizon. 

Hence, if an open vessel is filled 
with a non-elastic fluid, as water, 
for instance, the particles compos- 
ing that fluid so adjust themselves 
in the effort to find their lever that 
a pressure is exerted upon the sides 
of the vessel as well as the bottom. 
But as each particle, no matter how

The melted rosin forms a perfect flux to pre- 
vent oxidation by atmospheric oxygen ; the 
particles of brick which are torn up and 
mix with the rosin serve to brighten the cop- 
per and to remove any oxide which may have 
formed there while heating the copper. 

If two coppers are to be used they may 
both be tinned at once. With one in either 
hand rub them together, keeping two faces in 
contact while in the melted rosin and solder, 
and also keep two more faces in contact with 
the surface of the brick. Of course, this will 
not be possible if both coppers are hatchet 
shaped. ‘* Just hot enough to melt the solder” 
is the rule in heating coppers to be tinned, and 
it must not be hot enough to burn out the rosin 
on the brick. After this device has been used 
a long time and the rosin becomes well filled 
with brick-dust, its efficiency is much increased, 
but care must be taken to keep plenty of rosin 
on the brick, while a-very small amount of 
solder will suffice. Make the surfaces to be 
soldered perfectly clean, either by scraping or 
by the use of muriatic acid in which zinc has 
been dissolved until the acid will take up no 
more of it. For copper, brass, silver and 
bright tin acid is seldom needed, but for iron, 
steel or rusty tin it is a necessity. It acts by 
depositing a film of metallic zinc upon the 
parts coated with the acid, thus giving a sur- 
face to which solder will unite. After the 
acid has been applied (the parts should be in 
all cases scraped clean first), it makes nicer 
work to use rosin in the usual way, as it makes 
the melted solder flow much better and also 
prevents oxidation. 

Never put solder on a small article to be 
soldered. Touch the copper to a stick of 
solder, and enough of it will adhere to do 
quite a job. By having the tool and work in 
good shape, the men are scarce, indeed, who 
cannot do a passable job of plain soldering, 
and little practice is necessary to make nice 
long smooth seams on any job which may be 


attempted.

A Belgian paper says that a mixture of oil 
and graphite will effectually prevent screws 
from becoming fixed, and, moreover, protect 
them for years against rust. The mixture 
facilitates tightening up, is an excellent lubri- 
cant, and reduces the friction of the screw in 
its socket. It is said to be specially useful 
with screws used in machinery, 


are conical or tapering in form. The pins 
may be secured to the follower in any desired 
manner; but preferably the follower has holes 
of the proper size drilled through the same, 
and the pins are then tightly driven into these 
holes and securely fastened in place. 


On the under side of the follower are 
formed depending bosses E, which are screw- 
threaded and receive the screws F, one at 
each corner of the follower. Each screw- 
shaft, I, is provided with a bearing, g, which 
enters a corresponding hole, 4, in the girt or 
cross-bar H. The bearing g is of less diame- 
ter than the screw-shaft, thereby forming an 
annular shoulder, 7, which rests on the cross- 
bar H and supports the screw-shaft. 


To the lower and projecting end of the bear- 
ing of each screw-shaft is secured a nut, ¢, to 
retain the screw-shaft in place. 

I is a central shaft, journaled in an elon- 
gated bearing or box formed on the cross-bar 
H, the lower end of the shaft being provided 
with a hand.wheel, J, and the upper end with 
a large gear, K, the latter meshing with the 
four small gear-wheels L on the four screw- 
shafts. By this arrangement the requisite 
power may be transmitted to the follower for 
raising and lowering it, and an even and uni- 
form motion is transmitted to the entire sur- 
face of the follower during its operation. 

On the upper surface of the table B is placed 
the frame M, which consists of side-pieces, 
mm, and end-pieces, » , which are detach- 
ably secured together by the wedges eo. The 
side and end pieces of the frame are seated 
against the shoulders ¢ at the sides and ends 
of the table B, and thus are firmly secured in 
place. 

The follower is raised, so-that the pins D 
will extend through the holes in the table B 
and project upwardly above its upper surface. 
The frame is placed on the table, its ends and 
sides being firmly locked together by the 
wedges. The plastic material of which the 
stones are made is then poured on to the table 
within the frame, filling the space within the 
frame, and to any desired depth therein. This 
material is allowed to remain until it has set 
or hardened, and then the follower is depressed 
by operating the gearing and screws de- 
scribed, and the pins are thus withdrawn 
from the stone, leaving conical holes formed 
therein and extending through the stone. The 
wedges are then released and the sides and 


the bottom of the vessel containing them is 
the part where the pressure is uni- 
form, 

The pressure upon the sides being only in 
direct proportion to their depth, if a box 4 
feet square and 4 feet deep be filled with 
water to the depth of 1 foot, then, as the 
weight of a column of water 1 foot square is 
62% Ibs., it follows that the bottom of the 
box, which contains 16 square feet, must sus- 
tain a weight of sixteen times 62% lbs., o 
1,000 lIbs., while the pressure upon the sides 
would be nothing at the surface, but would in- 
crease only in direct proportion to the depth. 
Now, if the box should be filled so that the 
depth would be 4 feet instead of one, then the 
weight or pressure that the bottom would sus- 
tain would be increased four times, or to 4,000 
Ibs., while the pressure upon the sides, which

Now, suppose the pipe to be one inch in 
diameter, while the actual weight of the mass 
of iiquid would only be increased by the 
weight of just what water the pipe may con- 
tain, the pressure upon every square foot of 
surface in the box would be increased 62% Ibs.

Notwithstanding this immense increase of 
pressure, the actual weight upon the structure 
Supporting the box would only be increased by 
the weight of the small quantity of water con- 
tained in the pipe, which only amounts to 


3,4 Ibs. Let the bottoms of two cisterns,

small pipe ; as soon as one is filled the water 
will commence to flow through the pipe and 
continue to do so until the waier in the second 
cistern rises to a level with that of the first, and

either, the current through the pipe will flow 
alternately from one to the other until the 
quantity withdrawn will be so divided between 
the two in proportion to their size until the 
former level is restored. 


Now, since all fluids press in every direction, 
and as that pressure is as their perpendicular 
heights at the same depth, the particles com- 
posing those fluids press equally against each 
other ; and since equal bulks of the same fluids 
are of equal weight, no motion can take place 
in that fluid without some external cause. 
But if from any cause whatever that equilib- 
rium is destroyed, as would be the case with 
the two cisterns referred to, or if one particle 
of the fluid should become lighter or heavier 
than the other, then that portion will ascend 
or descend, giving way to other particles hea- 
vier or lighter, as the case may be. 

This is illustrated in any vessel containing 
water that is being heated. The portion rest- 
ing upon the bottom, which is contiguous to 
the heat, becomes rarefied, hence ascends to 
the top, while that portion at the top which is 
not rarefied descends to the bottom to fill its 
place. And this is the cause of the motion in 
water when boiling. Again, suppose a vessel 
or pond of water of equal temperature, the 
surface will be comparatively smooth and mo- 
tionless, but if any body be dropped into it, 
then the surface in immediate contact with 
that body will be depressed just in proportion 
to the weight and velocity with which that 
body comes in contact with it. As soon as 
any portion of the suriace is depressed below 
the level of the surrounding surface another 
portion will rise above that level, and those 
particles in close proximity are depressed 
again, causing vibrations upon the surface, 
and those vibrations will continue until the 
whole surface is in motion ; those vibrations, 
however, continue to decrease as they recede 
from the point where they were first started, 
and if no other disturbing cause is presented 
they become less and less until they subside 
again to their former level, and the surface will 
again become smooth. 


This diminution in size is produced by three 
causes; First, the cohesive attraction be- 
tween the particles destroys in a measure 
their freedom of action; second, the ridges 
and their corresponding depressions become 
wider as they recede from the original point 
of disturbance, and as their width increases 
their height diminishes in the same propor- 
tion. 

Friction between the particles is the third 
cause. The motion of water closely resem- 
bles the vibrations of a pendulum when set in 
motion. If no other than the first impulse is 
given the vibrations become less and less 
until they cease altogether, but if a slight im- 
pulse is given at each vibration sufficient to 
overcome friction and attraction of gravitation, 
then the vibrations will continue as long as 
So with the vibra- 
tions of water; if the disturbing cause, what- 
ever it may be, is kept up, those vibrations 
will continue. 


The force of the wind is one of the most 
frequent causes of motion upon the surface of 
water. This motion, as is well known to any 
observer, usually commences with a small 
ripple, growing larger and larger, until a wave 
is produced, the size and force of which de- 
pends upon the velocity of the wind, the depth 
of the water and the distance from the shores. 
The force of the wind presses against the ele- 
vated parts, forcing them still further down, 
causing another portion to rise in its place, 
only to be forced down again in the same 
manner as the first, thus giving the same im- 
pulse as would be given to a pendulum, and 
as the length of the vibrations of the pendulum

The paper interests of Philadelphia are, 
on the whole, in excellent shape. The excit- 
ing event of the week has been the awarding 
of the government contract for map paper, and 
there is much dissatisfaction over the way this 
was done. The three leading bids were as 
follows: The Mount Holly Paper Company, 
17 cents per pound ; I. N. Megargee & Co., 
16.8 cents per pound; Bulkley, Raiguel & Co., 
14.3 cents. The last of these drew out; the 
second claimed the contract as the lowest bid, 
and it was awarded to the Mount Holly Com- 
pany. 

Of course, Megargee & Co. felt aggrieved 
and carried their complaint to Washington, 
but found the red tape tied and could get 
no satisfaction. It transpired, in the course 
of Mr. Megargee’s conference at the capital, 
that the committee, instead of holding to the 
contract made in the government's advertise- 
ment, concluded to ignore the bidding alto- 
gether, and simply assigned the contract to the 
Mount Holly Company because its service was 
satisfactorily performed last year. This not- 
withstanding the ample assurance and guaran- 
tee offered by Megargee & Co. that they could 
meet every stipulated requirement. If the 
country is to understand that the agreements 
entered into by the government are not to be 
taken in good faith, we may look for an in- 
crease of jobbery and fraud among the people. 

The general paper trade is showing increased 
activity, All qualities of news are in good de- 
mand, The stocks of writings are being re- 
duced, Tissues are held quite steady, with a 
slight upward tendency. 


Strawboard, since the *‘ combination,” is not 


only in greater actual demand, but shows a 


disproportionate advance in anticipation of the 


certain near demand for paper packing boxes 


to meet the spring order for the whole country. 


Of course, with increasing business corre- | 


spondence comes larger orders for envelopes, 
and the price rules steady. 

The Protective Association is more than 
filling its early promise, by scanning so keenly 
the shaky concerns that some of them are 
closing up voluntarily, and many more are la- 
boring to get squarely on an honest founda- 
tion. This gives a pleasing tone of safe deal- 
ing to the whole trade, which must conduce 
greatly to the prosperity which promises to 
crown this important branch of business dur- 
ing the present season 

In addition to these pleasing signs of activity 
there is evident improvement in the business 
of publishing and advertising. Printers are 
simply overwhelmed with business. The writer 
experienced an unpleasant proof of this re- 
cently by carrying a good job to three printing 
houses before one could be found to under- 
take it. 

Without desiring to refer needlessly to the 
Government-Megargee contest, I ought to add 
that the Philadelphia dealers feel that this is 
no personal contest. It is not the Megargee 
& Co. fight. When the Hon. Chas. F. Man- 
derson, chairman of the joint committee, 
assumed to ignore at once the government 
agreement and the rights of the lower bidder, 
he assaulted a principle. 

The paper firms of the city feel that the 
prestige heretofore enjoyed, by having, as their 
ability merited, a fair control of the business 
which the government is doing, not only for 
them, but for the people, should not be wrested 
from them by any touch of personal favoritism, 
And as this injustice is an assault upon fair 
dealing everywhere, it is not Philadelphia's 
fight. The country should insist that the peo- 
ci have the benefit of the best terms offered

by responsible and qualified bidders, and that 
a government advertisement for bids means 
something. 

Chairman Manderson and his committee 
have 2 perfect right to consider whether a bid 
was obviously lower than would be fulfilled 
efficiently, and a year or two ago the govern- 
ment did well in excluding some bids of that 
character. But when I. N. Megargee present- 
ed indisputable proofs that his firm was re- 
sponsible, that he comprehended fully the 
specifications to be met, and had the facilities 
for meeting every requirement satisfactorily, 
there was but one honest thing to do, and 
that was to award the contract to Megargee & 
Co, This the government did notdo. D.

Prices are very uniform, with a strong feel- 
ing in favor of print stock, Some of the mills 
tried hard to raise it a notch, and so quoted it 
to inquiring dealers, but no reply to their let- 
ters made them suspicious that the order would 
have to be looked after, and in a short time a 
salesman was on the ground taking orders at 
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aanies prices. The mills up North are still 
crippled for want of water, and quite a number 
are not able to turn out the regular product. 
February has given birth to a new paper 
firm, which will be known as Fowler & Brown, 
paper manufacturers’ agents, room 4, Home 
Insurance building. Both gentlemen are fa- 
miliar figures’ in Chicago and Western trade, 
having spent years in traveling over the terri- 
tory. J.C. Brown has been secretary of the 
Franklin Paper Company since 1874, and dis- 
posed of its products in connection with the 
Eagle Paper Company. W. A. Fowler repre- 
sented Pulsifer, Jordan & Co. for the past 
three years, placing a large amount of their 
stock in the Western country. The gentlemen 
are both noted for push and their judgment of 
paper, and in the large field for consumption 
of paper will undoubtedly meet with favor.

The meeting was adjourned for two weeks. 

Business this week has been very good with 
most of the mills, all grades seeming to feel 
the influence. Orders are coming in steadily 
all the time, and it is not an uncommon thing 
to hear a manufacturer say that he has orders 
enough ahead to run his mill from six weeks 
to two months. The orders are not large, 
ranging from one to ten tons, but they count 
well when added up. It looks as if the manu- 
facturers are getting all of the orders they want 
without cutting prices. One manufacturer told 
me yesterday that a comparison of his books 
with those of a year ago shows that he sold 
more goods last month than he did in Janu- 
ary, 1886. The recent labor troubles have had 
a bad effect on the early business of the year, 
but it is thought that it will not be lasting. 
There is a disposition on the part of some 
dealers to place their orders now, and in most 
cases they are in a hurry to get the goods as 
soon as possible. There is a hopeful feeling 
among the manufacturers as to future business, 
and many predict a good spring trade. Noth- 
ing like a boom is anticipated or desired ; all 
that is asked for is a good, steady, healthy 
trade, with prices high enough to afford some 
profit. 

The price of stock, chemicals, rosin, clay 
and other materials connected with the trade 
ate stiffening, so say manufacturers and deal- 
ers, and some kinds of stock are scarce. One 
manufacturer who bought a certain kind of 
stock on January 10 has not seen a bale of the 
goods yet, which is probably owing to the 
strike of ‘longshoremen. Some grades of 
stock, I am told, are worth from $2.50 to $3 
a ton more than they were sixty days ago. 
There is little change in the domestic-stock 
dealings as to demand or price. The mills are 
beginning to get more coal now, but they have 
been pretty badly pushed some of the time. 

The funeral of Col. Daniel P. Crocker, who 
died on Thursday of last week at his home in 
Springfield, occurred on Sunday and was 
largely attended by friends and business asso- 
ciates of the deceased. The services were held 
in Christ Church and the interment was at 
Fitchburg, in the family lot. A special train 
from this city took many manufacturers and 
business men to the funeral. A private ser- 
vice was first held at Colonel Crocker's 
late Maple stréet home, after which the 
body was taken to the church. Long before 
the hour of the services the body of the 
church was filled with men, young and 
old, who had known and honored the de- 
ceased. Governor Ames and staff were 
present and occupied front seats. They 
brought with them a beautiful flora! pillow 
which was a fitting tribute. After the service, 
which was very solemn and impressive, the 
body was taken from the church to the depot,’ 
followed "by a long procession. The bearers 
were George H. Emmons, Edward S. and A. 
W. Crocker, of Fitchburg, W. O. Crocker and 
Porter Farwell, of Turners Falls, all cousins 
of Colonel Crocker. The funeral cortége was 
taken to Fitchburg by a special train, where it 
was met at the depot by a large number of 
friends of the departed, A procession was 
formed and the remains were taken to Mt. 
Laurel Cemetery, where, after the reading of 
the Episcopal services, they were deposited in 
their last resting place.

A represents a portion of a paper-making machine frame, to which is ¢ movable carriage, C, is moved one way or the other, and carries with it the 


secured a toothed rack ; Bis the Felt Guide-Roll, and C is a cast-metal plate 
or carriage, to which the various operating parts are secured, Hence they all 


move in unison when the carriage is in motion. 


D is a rocker-plate secured thereon, and which is actuated by the pin 
face-plate attached to the extremity of the Felt Guide-Roll shaft. Z is a 
toothed wheel, actuated by two pawle, F F', which are pivoted upon the rocker- 
plate D, and said pawlis are furnished with two pins, the latter resting upon a 


rocker-shield, G. 


This shield, it will be seen, is moved by the lever arms a bc, the latter of 
which extends to the back of the machine, and is provided with adjustable 
actuating plates,dd. These plates rise above and in close proximity to the 


felt, which is to pass between them, 


Now, if the felt runs to either side, or diverges from its path of travel, it 
will press against the plate, d, on that side toward which it tends, and thus 
actuate the lever arms to tilt the shield G. This lowering of the shield on 
one side permits the pawl resting thereon to drop likewise, and the latter will 


engage with the toothed wheel, Z. 


But, since the rocker-plate, D, is continually oscillating, the pawl will be 
actuated and advance the toothed wheel, which rotates a small gear or toothed 





front journal or bearing of the Felt Guide-Roll in the opposite direction to 

that in which the felt is moving. 

Hi ig a hand-wheel by which the Guide-Roll may be adjusted in the ordinary 
manner, if it is desired. 

Now, it is evident that as long as the felt is moving it supplies motive- 
power, through the guide-roll, B, to actuate the rocker-plate, D, and the 
pawls, while the movement of the felt, in either direction, laterally of its 
proper path of travel, will tilt the rocker-shield, G, and allow one of the pawis 
to engage in the toothed wheel, Z. In this way the movable carriage is 
adjusted and the guide-roll “‘cut” or slanted in the opposite direction to the 
diverging movement of the felt. 

The adjustment of this machine is very easily effected, as follows: 
Presuming the felt is in its proper position, the guide-roll, B, is to be placed 
at right angles to the machine frame or the path of travel of the felt. The 
guide-plates, dd, are then adjusted closely up to the edge of said felt, and 
the levers, a b c, are then so arranged that the rocking-shield, G, is in a 
position to keep both the pawls, # F, disengaged or free from the teeth of the 
wheel, Z. The felt may then be put in motion, and the operative will be 
assured that this Felt-Guide will hereafter continually and automatically

In quantity the mechanical pulp is 
called for most, but the chemical, of course, 
amounts to more in dollars and cents. Prices 
are very steady, and, in fact, I do not see 
how they can very well be otherwise. F®r 
instance, take wet pulp, when you deduct the 
duty, the ocean freight, the inland freight 
from the mill to shipping point, there cannot 
be much left for the manufacturer, and I do 
not see how he can reduce his rates very 
much. Our pulp is all Norwegian, and, in 
fact, except a small parcel brought in by one 
other importer, we are the only ones who have 
the Norwegian pulp. The other pulps are 
from Sweden and Germany. Yes, there is an 
active demand for bleached sulphite and we 
are receiving shipments of it right along. It 
is a very pretty fibre.

To the Editor of The Journal : 

By shutting down the mills at noon ‘on 
Saturday, the various repairs which have of 
necessity been done on Sundays can then be 
done on Saturday afternoon ; the steam boilers 
can be washed out and a great many things 
which have heretofore been done on Sunday 
can be done all right.
